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Heated debate 
ends campaigns

The Associated Students, Inc. held 
a candidate debate in the food court 
beside Mendocino Hall at noon yester- 
day.

“Look at my track record,” 
Schlemmer said. She listed her experi- 
ence as director of Health and Human 
Services for two and a half years, her 
experience with the Hornet Founda- 
tion and her current job as executive 
vice president as good preparation for 
becoming ASI president. 

“J pushed through the athletics ref- 
erendum last year in a really big way 
campuswide,” Schlemmer said. “I pro- 
vided more money for clubs, organiza- 
tions and individuals.” 

Renner said his experience as direc- 
tor of Safe Rides, his participation on 
different boards and his tenacity as a 
Division I athlete make him the appro-

The president of an Orange County real 
estate investment firm is judiciously quiet 
thus far about his recent appointment to the 
CSU Board of Trustees. Meanwhile, a San 
Diegocivicleaderre-appointedto the Board 
said that tuition stands out as the “gut- 
wrenching” issue facing the university sys- 
tem. 

Ali Razi, president of Stratham Group 
of Newport Beach, and Ralph Pesqueira, a 
restaurant owner who serves on the San 


DiegoChamberofCommetce, werenamed 
to their eight-year posts on March 25 by the 
Governor Pete Wilson. Both await Senate 
confirmation on dates not yet announced. 

“At this stage, I would not like to come 
out with any issues,’ said Razi, who re- 
places Marian Bagdasarianonthe24-mem- 
ber board. “I would like to hear everything 
first.” 

Asked why he feels he is qualified to.be 
a trustee, he said, “I would like to say that 
when I’m in the confirmation process.” 

Razi holds a business degree from 
Tehran University and was a senior civil

Schlemmer wants to end “the com- 
muter school” attitude and get CSUS stu- 
dents more involved. Her goals and ideas

Last year, she assisted in getting the 
athletics referendum passed. The refer- 
endum kept the football team and pre- 
vented 20 percent cuts from other ath- 
letic programs, with a gradual student 
fee increase. 

Schlemmersays she feels that athlet- 
ics are important, and wants to keep 
students involved. In addition to main- 


taining the athletics program, she says she supports Green 
Thunder, which was formed to promote school spirit. 
“I believe that education takes place inside and outside the

engineer for the National Tranian Oil Com- 
pany from 1963 to 1974. Married with 
three children, he has lived in California for 
17 years. 

Pesqueira, aSan Diego State University 
graduate and a member of many commu- 
nity organizations in the city, owns the 
landmark El Indio Mexican Restaurant that 
his father opened in 1940. He is married 
with three children. 

On problems confronting CSU, 
Pesqueira said, “Ican’tthink of anything as 
gut-wrenching as tuition.” 

As a percentage of the total cost of 


education, tuition is higher.at CSU than all 
but a few state universities in the nation, he 
said. It accounts for about 30 percent of the 
price to.put a student through CSU. But 
state and federal spending mandates leave 
less than 10 percent of the state’s budget to 
the CSU, UC, andthe prisons combined, he 
said. In addition, one-tenth of the budget 
has favored prisons in recent years. But 
Pesqueira said the budget in the works for 
fiscal 1996-97 suggests a “pretty nice infu- 
sion” of funds for colleges and universities. 

Pesqueira also complained that CSU 
receives many applications from students 


who are not proficientin basic math and 
English skills. 

“We’ ve got to work with K-12 and 
the CCC,” he said. “Weneed to push for 
better-prepared students. It’s unfair 


_ they’re not qualified.” 


He said the problem appears hardly 
confined to the state. “Reams andreams 
of articles come to me from across the 
nation,” he said. “It’s a big problem.”

Author Amy Tan will speak at CSUS 


San Jose State alumna will be on campus Wednesday, April 17

Those attending the open of the 
CSUS Festival of the Artson Wednes- 
day, April 17, should prepare to lose 
touch with the outside world for an 
hour or so. Because for a brief span of 
time, they are likely to become en- 


' snared in the captivating story telling 


of National best-selling author, Amy 
Tan. But this time, fans will lose them- 
selves, notin the tales Tan spins about 
the fictional world, but in true stories 
about Tan’s life and experiences. 

Tan, a native Californian, was 
brought up in Fresno and the San 
Francisco area. When Tan was 14, her 
father and brother were both diag- 
nosed with malignant brain tumors. 
As the pair lay dying in the hospital, 
Tan’s mother called upon traditional 
Chinese healing methods, summon- 
ing geomancers and faith healers. But, 
in the end, neither medicine nor magic 
could save them; both died that year. 

After the deaths of her father and 
brother, Tan’s mother felt a growing 
apprehension for her surroundings. She 
harbored suspicions, “‘about karmic ret- 
ribution, reincamation, and the omni- 
presence of our ancestors in our subur- 
ban tract house,” Tan said, “‘as signaled 
by our barking dog, a misplaced object, 
a door slamming when a certain name 
was mentioned.” 

In fact, Tan’s mother believed that 


her daughter had the ear of the spirit 
world. 

“When you little girl time, only 
three years old,” her mother told her, 
“You told me afraid go bathroom. 
Ghost, youcrying. Inever teach you 
this word. So must be true. You see 
ghost.” 

She would use Tan to communi- 
cate with the ghosts of her father 
and brother, asking their spirits 
whether to buy IBM or U.S. Steel 
stock. 

Itis the spirit world, in fact, which 
permeates the newest of Tan’s book, 
The Hundred Secret Senses. The 
book tells of two sisters and of the 
ghosts which speak to them. 

Publishers Weekly said of the 
book, “Again grounding her novel 
in family and the workings fate, Tan 
spins the tale of two sisters, two 
cultures, and several acts of betrayal 

. -no one will deny the pleasure of 
Tan’s seductive prose and the skill 
with which she unfolds the many- 
layered narrative.” 

Tan’s mother took what was left of 
the family (Tan and her younger 
brother) to Montreux, Switzerland. 
After finishing high school in Swit- 
zerland in 1969, she attended five 
colleges. Among them was Linfield 
College in McMinnville, Oregon, 
where Tan met her future husband, 
Lou DeMattei. Receiving her B.A. 
with a double major in English and 


Linguistics from San Jose State Uni- 
versity, as well as a M.A. in Linguis- 
tics, Tan also attended UC Santa Cruz 
and UC Berkeley. 

As she has done before in The Joy 
Luck Club and The Kitchen God's 
Wife, in The Hundred Secret Senses 
Tan seamlessly weaves Chinese heri- 
tage together with the American gothic. 

Tan’s heightened sense of aware- 
ness seems to lead her to stories close to 
the heart of all people. She writes of 
mothers and daughters. . . of families 
torn between two cultures. Like a ma- 
gician, Tan is able to pull stories out of 
the air around her. She believes her 
connection with the spirit world has 
cultivated her imagination. 

“When I began writing this story,” 
Tan said, “I let go of my doubts. I 
trusted the ghosts of my imagination. 
They showed me the hundred secret 
senses.” 

In addition to her writing, Tan is a 
member of Vintage Garage, a rock and 
roll band comprised of members includ- 
ing Stephen King and Matt Groening. 
The band co-wrote Mid-Life Confiden- 
tial, the story of their adventures. 

Tan’s presentation beginsin the CSUS 
South Gym at 7:30 p.m. Doors open at 
6:45 p.m. Ticketsare available at the ASI 
Business Office on the third floor of 
the University Union, and off cam- 
pus at the Howe Box Office (925 
Howe Ave) at the Sacramento Com- 
munity Center.

Every father in the audience 
with a teenage girl will be glad to 
know that his paranoia concern- 
ing the young hooligans trying to 
get their little girls to fornicate is 
justified. 


David is just as Steve suspected 
all along. The audience discovers 
that he is nothing more than a lust- 
ful killer waiting to ravage the family 
and destroy the home. He comes inthe 


“night to throw Nicole over his ‘shoul- 


der and carry her off to live under 
whatever rock he crawled out from 
underneath. 

However, aside from a general lack 
of plot originality, the show really is 
fairly entertaining. Wahlberg does a 
decent job of seeming both appealing 
and mental at the same time. 

Witherspoon manages to get a 
pretty good handle on wearing 
short skirts and getting into the 
mentality of a young girl who 
wants to believe how sorry her 
bad-boy boyfriend is after he acci- 
dentally gives her a black eye.

From cowboy to soldier, to vigilante thug 


Bronson takes the law into his own hands with 45 years of action movies

Most people don’t realize that the 
majority of the actors that work in mov- 
ies, eventhough they might worksteadily 
in movie after movie, do not achieve 
stardom. The truth of the matter is the 
public usually doesn’t ever know their 
names. And even talent is usually no 
determination who becomes a star and 
who doesn’t. 

Many talented actors play dozens 
of roles in dozens of movies, even 
lead roles and their talent go largely 
unnoticed. They continue to work 
steady, and every time the public 
sees them they recognize their face 


even if they can’t remember from 
where. 

And then again other actors become 
famous after one role. There area vari- 
ety ofreasons this may occur. Theroles 
the actor plays may be in “B” movies 
produced by the smaller producers. 
The actor may not receive the studio 
publicity or promotional build-up that 
other less talented actors may receive. 
The biggest factor in all thisis probably 
luck because of the great many as- 
sorted factors that are involved in 
achieving stardom. 

How important is stardom to an 
actor? It’s very important even if the 
actor is working everyday. It affects 
pay, choice of roles, it’s the differ- 
ence between being rich and poor. 
Even an actor who everybody recog- 
nizes does not get the choice of roles 
or the big dollars that a less talented 
actor with more name recognition 
will get. If the actor is around long 
enough he may get the recognition 
he or she deserves, and then again 
they may not. 

Charles Bronson is an excellent ex- 


ample of an actor who acted for years 
before his talent was finally recognized 
for what it was. Bronson was putting out 
movies for 20 years before he was really 
recognized as a star. And the really 
surprising thing is that these weren’ t just 
grade B movies, many of the movies 
were box-office hits from major studios. 
Apparently, when it comes to judging 
talent, the Europeans are quicker tocome 
to a decision than Americans. 

Both Bronson and Clint Eastwood 
became stars in Europe long before they 
became stars in the U.S. But from the 
time Bronson started acting in movies it 
would still be years before he even re- 
ceived the recognition in Europe. 

Bronsonmade his first moviein 1951 
and has made from one to six movies a 
year every since, yetby 1960 after being 
indozensof movies he was still not what 
would be considered a star by American 
audiences. The movies he made during 
the ‘50s, many he played the lead role, 
were not flops and they made money at 
the box-office. Some were actually pretty 
good like House of Wax (1953) Apache 
and Drumbeat (1954) and Machine Gun 


Kelly (1958). But none of them were 
blockbusters or exceptionally good or 
had any reason to make the movie or the 
actors in them stand out. 

During the nextdecade, from 1960 
to 1970 he continued to make movies 
at the same rate with little recognition 
(unless he was in Europe where he had 
already caughton) Some ofthese mov- 
ies he made during the ‘60s were 
classics like The Magnificent Seven 
(1960) The Great Escape (1963) The 
Dirty Dozen (1967). But still Bronson 
was not what the public considered a 
star. The roles he had, although good 
roles in very good movies were of a 
supporting nature, and he was over- 
shadowed by McQueen, Lee Marvin, 
Yul Brynner these movies were 
crowded with stars and he was sort of 
lost in the shuffle. 

It was finally in the early ‘70s that 
he began to be recognized as a star by 
the public (in America). The turning 
point came with such movies as 
Chato’s Land, The Valachi Papers, 
(1972), The Stone Killer and Elimore 
Leonard’s story Mr. Majestyk (1973), 


DeathWish(1974), Breakoutand Hard 
Times (1975). The public had been 
watching him act for over a quarter of 
a century before he became an ac- 
knowledged star. 

His movies are often criticized as 
violent but nobody can say they’re 
unexciting or boring. He plays roles 
often similar to the type played by Clint 
Eastwood in many ways. However 
Bronson often plays the role of 
the average guy who has been 
subjected to undeserved violence 
and finds the only way justice is 
to be obtained is by taking the 
law into his own hands. 

If you like action this man is the 
ticket. If you like vigilante justice try 
one the Death Wish flicks or if you like 
movies based on real events there is 
Break Outand The Valachi Papers. Or 
for intrigue check out Mechanic. An- 
other good movie of his Mr. Majestyk 
based on the novel written by Ellmore 
Leonard. Bronson’s movies don’t get 
too many PG ratings but if you’re look- 
ing for some excitement, you can’t go 
wrong with his flicks. 
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Junk: Proof should be in the pudding for your academic dollars at work

Counselor: Correct. And you

| to be accepted. 


Jeremy: Okay, I can do that. Can 


| I take them at CSUS? 


Counselor: No. We don’t accept 
any English courses from CSUS. The 
same goes for your Spanish 1B which 
you will be taking. Do them at a 


| community college. 


Jeremy: What? You’ll take En- 
glish courses from a place like Ameri- 
can River College, a bloody commu- 
nity college that is barely acutabove 
high school over a four year institu- 
tion? Why? 

Counselor: Yes. We just don’t 
accept those courses from CSUS. . 

Jeremy: I guess you don’t like 
CSUS. 

Counselor: Actually, nowedon’t. 

Every time I tell this story to a 
new person, usually fellow CSUS 
students, they are shocked beyond 
belief, and just can’t understand this 
contempt. This goes for faculty mem- 
bers as well. However, this is just the 
beginning. I later spoke with the de- 
partment chair of history (my major) 
there along with the undergraduate 
advisor for the major. I was inquiring 
about my chances of getting into the 


’ graduate program at UCB if I at- 


tended a school other than it for un- 
dergraduate work. 

Jeremy: So, let’s just say that I 
am accepted this fall and I finish my 
undergraduate work at UCB. What

graduate. program? 

Advisor: You’ll need a:3.9.in the 
major, and a 3.7 cumulative. The 
required GPA is significantly lower 
if you finish up at another campus 
before coming to grad school here. 
Say for instance, you finished at 
Davis. You’d need only a 3.5 in the 
major, and a 3.3 cumulative. 

Jeremy: And what if I finished at 
CSUS? 

Advisor: You wouldn’t be ac- 
cepted. 

Jeremy: Even if I graduated with 
a 4.0 in everything? 

Advisor: Yes. It truly does matter 
where you receive your education 
from, regardless of what you may 
‘have heard from reassurances from 
CSUS. At the very least, Davis is a 
UC campus. 

When courses as basic to an edu- 
cation as English are not accepted by 
another university because they were 
taught here, it really boils my blood. 
It makes me question what we stu- 
dents, let alone the taxpayers, are 
actually paying for when the piece of 
paper we strive to earn here may 
actually serve as an obstacle to our 
future endeavors. Something has to 
be done to correct this problem, and 
setting out a four year administrative 
study to find a solution won’t turn up 
anything beneficial. 

I really think the powers that be 
here on this campus should quit try- 
ing to sell incoming students from 
high schools with flashy video tapes 
and phrases like, we’re really just as 
good as any other institution and 
actually getting out there and mak- 
ing it a reality. I don’t think other 
CSU campuses like the Cal Poly 
schools have anything to worry about 
in terms of reputation, but this cam- 
pus surely does. If we want to say 
that students can receive a rewarding 
education from this campus, then the 
proof should be in the pudding. Any- 
thing else is not only a disservice to 
us students, but also to the many 
talented members of the faculty here 
that doesn’t deserve their hard work 
to be invalidated and trivialized due 
to the poor reputation of the school. 

I’m not asking for a free lunch, 
I’m merely asking for some quality 
in the service I am purchasing.

Messersmith said. “I thought that both teams 
would be even most of the way, with one goal 
making the difference. But that didn’t happen. 
The guys played great.” 

Leading the offensive attack was midfielder 
Sheldon Bilssett, who secured a hat trick with 
an unassisted goal in the third quarter. Bilssett 
scored goals in the first and second quarter. 

The ninth goal may not seem all that impor- 
tant in the box score, but it was very important 
to CSUS. It was the 50th goal of the season, 
breaking the single-season scoring record. 
Midfielder Dan Stockdale scored the record- 
breaking goal from an assist from defenseman 
Jim Summers with less than two minutes left in 
the game. 

Also scoring for the Hornets were Ramsey, 
ScottStruckman, Matt Beulieu and Paul Malach, 
who scored twice. 

Although the offense had little trouble with 
Cal Poly, everyone said the team’s defense was 
the reason for the win.

Baseball bows to Aztecs

Even with two Herculean pitching 
performances over the weekend, the 
Sacramento State baseball team con- 
tinued its downward spiral, winning 
only one game against the Aztecs of 
San Diego State. 

The Hornets (9-31 and 2-18 WAC) 
witnessed, possibly, the most deter- 
mined pitching showcase of the season 
from Tom Dillon (2-6) on Saturday win- 
ning 4-3 in 10 innings. Dillon threw 
156 pitches in a 10-inning complete 
game, limiting the Aztecs to three runs 
on nine hits to earn the win. 

“T didn’t realize it was that much,” 
said Dillon. “I was ready to go out for 
the 11th.” 

Batting in the ninth position of the 
line-up, Chris Willis, who went 3 for 4 
to lead the Hornets, came up with the 
game-winning hit-and-run single in the 
bottom of the 10th. 

Not only did Wilis come through at 
the plate, but his defense may have 
saved the game as well. With one out in 


the top of the ninth, Aztec Brian Moreno 
drove a ball to deep right-center. Willis 
tracked in the ball just short of the 
warning track. Without the catch, Dillon 
would have to face Travis Lee, an Olym- 
pic hopeful, with a runner in scoring 
position and only one out. 

On Sunday the Hornets had a chance 
to win back-to-back games for the first 
time all season. Kevin Culmo (1-6) 
turned in one of his finest performances 
of the season but allowed a run in the 
top of the ninth and lost 5-4. 

“We lost because of my pride,” said 
Culmo. 

With two outs in the ninth and Az- 
tecs at first and second, Culmo faced 
Lee.

Sunday’s one-run loss marked the 
ninth time this season the Hornets have 
dropped a one-run game.

Sex offenders should be 
shipped to the wilderness 


As the number of sexual offenders 
released from our penal systems grows, 
more and more citizens worry what 
might happen as these predatory types 
of ex-convicts move back into main- 
stream society. Mostly, the public has 
every right to be concerned because 
studies have shown that sexual offend- 
ers run the high- 
est chance of re- 
offending. 

Roughly 60 
percentofsexual 
offenders are re- 
incarcerated 
within three 
years of their re- 
lease. Obvi- 
ously, something 
isn’t quite working with our punish- 
ment and/or reform of sexual offend- 
ers. Alarming numbers of sex-offend- 
ers say they’ Il do it again when they’re 
let out, and follow through with their 
promises. 

Merely putting a big sign in a sex- 
offender’s yard identifying him as one 
is a start in the right direction. Letting 
people know that a possibly dangerous 
neighbor is settling in the neighbor- 
hood is a great idea, but I’ve got one 
with a bit more finality. Potential of- 
fenders need to know that, under my 
system, their punishment can not be 
plea-bargained. That there’s no time 
off for good behavior. And there’s no 


_ chance for parole. 








My idea is based on how a particu- 
lar tribe of Aleutian Indians disci- 
plined a couple of its members who 
killed a pizza delivery guy.
